of 1892* 

2* I incline to your opinion that the reverse with the 
wreath is more artistic, but at the same tim§, ; it does not bring 
out the eagle as prominently as the one without it, 

I have submitted the pieces to the two Assistant Secretaries 
who are here, and they are divided in opinion on the subject - one 
preferring the design without the wreath and the other the one 
with the - wreath, I must confess that I am very much at sea on the 
subject, I like them both immansely, but in view of the fact that

the Secretary of the Treasury preferred that the wreath be omitted 
I have decided to hold these pieces until his return to the city, 
which will be on the 4th or 5th of next month, when I will imme-
